Voluntary 
agencies are not equal to the tusk. 

deference was made to the publie 
health law and by-laws of .Montreal and 
the sanitary equipment of tho City 
Publie Health Department. 

A comparison was drawn between 
Montreal, with a population estimated 
at 5liS,0'.)ll and the eltltes of Birming- 
ham, Liverpool, Sheffield, with their 
respective populations of over 800,000, 
750,000 and 450,000. These cities In 
addition to a lay staff of these health 
officers employ :iS, ;!T and IS women 
sanitary Inspectors or health visitors, 
respectively. 

Montreal has no women officers — 
with the possible exception of some 
women employed In the municipal milk 
stations. This moans that there Is 
practically no provision made In Mont- 
real for the educational side of public 



health work, there Is no comprehen- 
sive scheme of health unity to bring 
the knowcldge of sanitation and of 
healthy conditions of living Into the 
homes id' the people. Miss Florence

The well équip- 
ait exact scientific training: and since 
pert health officer to-day must have 
nut only a good general education, but 
are exact scientific training; and since 
the problems or a city's health carry 
us back to economic and moral causes 
a wido education becomes necessary. 
McGill University Is offering a short 
course on tho principles of publie 
health to be given by Professor Star- 
key at the Royal Victoria College, and 
III the HvKÎéne Laboratory and Museum 
of the Medical School. It Is hoped 
that women Interested in social work 
will attend tills course and that from 
It may develop a fuller scheme of 
training to prepare women for public 
health service.

For the first time in the history of 
Stanford University a fund has been 
established to be known as the Wil- 
liam Iiurton Harbor fund to help 
needy students through their college 
course. The Trustees of the univers- 
ity have accepted a gift of $300 lo es- 
tablish such a fund lo provide loans 
for needy and worthy students. A 
committee of the Facility consisting of 
Professor K. I'. Cublierly, chairman; 
Professor .1. O. tiriffln, acting regis- 
trar; .1. 15, McDowell and the student 
advisor, ex-offlcio were recently ap- 
pointed by the Trustees to draw up 
the rules under which the loan sliull 
be made. 

The following rules have been 
adopted by the committee to govern 
the malting of loans: — 

In the making of loans no distinc- 
tion shall bo made between men and 
women. 

Owing to the small sum available, 
loans shall be confined for the pres- 
ent to the members of tho Kenior 
class. 

Not more than $100 shall bo loaned 
to any one student. 

Loans shall he made on written ap- 
plication and after approval by the 
committee and tho President of tho 
University on tho personal note of the 
student, made payable to Ihe Uni- 
versity not later than one year nfter 
the date of graduation or withdrawal 
from the university. 

Applicants for loans must have 
boon registered in the university for 
al least one year prior to tho time of 
application, 

It will he the purpose of the uni- 
versity, In selecting those to whom 
loans may be piade, lo emphasize 
character, scholarship, and Intellect- 
ual promise, as well as personal need. 

Applications should bo mnde by 
permutai letter to the Academic Secre- 
tary, who will refer them to the com- 
mittee.

If thev could he easllv 
recovered, would make the liquor of 
Kical commercial value; but In spli- 
nt tlie tremendous amount of work 
which has been done oil the subject, 
1 specially in IStirope, the problem still 
remains tor the most pari unsolved. 

As the liquor als., contains carbohy- 
drates, it should he possible to obtain 
turpentine, and eventually It may be 
possible t" obtain rubber from It. In 
furthering the solution of such prob- 
lems ami in eliminating other tonus 
ot wood waste, the new 1'oresl Pro- 
ducts Laboratories being established 
by the Dominion llovernmetil .it Mi-- 
Olll University will doubtless play an 
Important pan.
